DISOBEYED GENERAL CUSTER 


In ( barfp of First P a w n f p r Train 
Over MiMlwippl Bridge M>^t 
of Brainerd 
St. Paul, Minn.,Slept, ft,—Fred Sweet- 
man, first conductor on the Northern 
Pacific, who now is in hi* 100th year. 
today presented to the museum of the 
railway company the first switch key 
ever used on that pioneer railroad 
system. 
Mr. Sweetman, who now lives at 
Red Lodge. Mont., went to work for 
the 
railway company In 
February, 
1870, when the first excavation for th” 
roadbed was made one-half mile west 
of the present station of Carlton, near 
Duluth. 
He participated in a eel* 
bration at that time marking the be­ 
ginning of construction of the North­ 
ern Pacifte railroad system GO years 
ago. The first rails were shipped from 
Duluth 
A few miles of track wen? 
laid in the spring of that year. The**’ 
I tracks joined with the rails of the OUI 
I<ake Superior A Mississippi Railroad, 
and at the junction a swltchstand was 
placed. Mr. Sweetman. as the first 
conductor, thus became the possessor 
of the first switch key. which now Is 
a valued relic In the museum. 
His 
rigid 
adherence 
to 
common 
sense railroading In the early days 
terminated Mr. Sweetman’s conductor­ 
ship abruptly in 1876 as a result of a 
complaint registered against him by 
General G. A Custer, famous Indian 
fighter. 
Mr. Sweetman today recalled 
that, as conductor that year, he w°is 
called upon to operate a train to buck 
snow drifts between Jamestown nm’ 
Bismarck. 
General Custer's private 
car was attached to this train. Gen­ 
eral and Mrs. Custer were the only 
occupants of the car. 
Bucking the 
snow 
drifts, 
they 
w e r e 
bandied 
roughly and the general demanded 
that Conductor Sweetman leave the 
private car while bucking snow and 
then return to pick It up. This Mr. 
Sweetman refused to do, he said, be­ 
cause he feared he might not be able 
to back his engine through new drift i 
which might form. 
He did not wi*h 
to have General Custer isolated in the 
snow drifts. 
Despite insistence on the 
part of General Custer, Mr, Sweetman 
declined and this started uppleasan*- 
ness between them with the result 
that when the party reached Bismarck 
the general reported him to the super­ 
intendent. 
The conductor was 
re­ 
primanded 
and 
his 
services 
termi­ 
nated. 
However, he wa* told, he said, 
that he would be reinstated later if he 
would remain at Bismarck. This com­ 
promise Mr. Sweetman refused. One 
of the ironies o f fate was that not 
many months later Sweetman. who

I n these days of d i^injf up historical incidents in. Crow 
Wing county and marking sites one rrviy view with profit the col­ 
lection of Indian i>ortraits shown in the T. B. Walker art gallery 
in Minneapolis. 
Whole rooms are devoted to the paintings of II. H. ( toss 
who, commissioned by Mr. Walker, marie a pictorial record of 
many of the famous Indian chiefs of the west. In Gallery 38 one 
finds a chieftain of particular interest to Crow Wing county. It 
is the portrait of Chief HoJe-ilVthe-Day and appended to the pic­ 
ture is the identifying plate carrying this inscription: 
“Hole-in-the-I)ay, Chippewa chief, distinguished chief of tho 
Pillager band of Ojibways. He took part in the Indian council held 
at Fort Snelling June ll, I860. He persuaded the Chippewas not 
to join the uprising in 1852. Hr* was assassinated by three of a 
family of nine notorious brothers of his own fin d near Gull Lake 
Mission in 1864.” 
John L. Smith of Minneapolis and Brainerd, who platted 
some of the lake shore land he purchased from the late Anton 
Mahlum, designated part of it Ojibway Park. Near Mr. Smith’s 
palatial cottage on the shore of North I/mg I^ake stands the “coun­ 
cil elm” in whose shade the famous chieftain sat when he dis­ 
pensed tribal justice. Nearby is a plot of ground where the In­ 
dian^ raised maize. One sees traces in the primal woods of the 
Indian trail, which like all aboriginal paths always went around 
a tree and never pursued a straight course. 
Between Round and North Ixmg lakes lies the sugar bush, 
still yielding sweet treasures, where the chief and his band gath­ 
ered the sap aryl made maple syrup. Along the shores of Hound 
lake one finds traces of paths which hugged the shelving shore, 
for the water was higher in those days. 
On the shores of Gull lake in St. Colombo addition one finds 
the.ruins of the old mission. The w hole county is rich in historical 
Indian associations and the Crow Wing County Historical so­ 
ciety is doing commendable work in identifying and establishing 
them.

Jay Walking 


J ay walking has in tbe'past l>een tagged as a small town 
evil, but a few days spent in Minneapolis convinces any motor­ 
ists that it is a crying evil in large cities too. 
The motorist of a large city has every faculty strained keep­ 
ing bis car in control and watching the traffic signals, automatic 
as well as police, and occasionally automatic plus the police. Some 
streets have traffic lanes painted which forbid turns. OfTen,ding 
motorists are quickly called to account, hut one fails to find ii 
single pedestrian checked. 
People calmly walk from curb to curb in the middle of a 
block, and one failed to find a single one of these checked by the 
police. The matter becomes especially aggravating in the rush 
hours of traffic. Long lines of vehicles, three abreast, fill whole 
blocks and move in groups. Pedestrians popping in break the line 
and delay travel. On some of the less busy streets than Hennepin 
and Nicollet, one may drive long distances w ithout stops by catch­ 
ing the rhythm of the automatic signals. 
Jay walking is a traffic offe nse that should be severely dealt 
with. The motorist should not be compelled to watch every foot 
of his progress to guard against the pedestrian popping up in his 
path between intersections, something like a loon out in, the lake. 
It jars the driver’s nerves to nearly hit one of these unexpected 
path cutters and it is no wonder that the Minneapolis city coun­ 
sel has taken up the problem and will promulgate safety rules ap­ 
plying with equal force to motorist and pedestrian.

Maya Indiana May Have 
Been “ Pioneer*” in Com

Guatemala, there exists a number of 
most interesting ruins, apparently the 
remain* of temples and other public 
buildings. 
There are ninny individual 
monoliths, erected as monuments of 
different sorts, sculptured with human 
faces and figures and animal designs, 
as well as hieroglyphics, which alt ho- 
ologists h at# not as yet been able to 
decipher accurately. 
One such stone 
bears a date In Mayan chronology 
which has been computed to coincide 
with 033 A. D. o rth o Gregorian cal­ 
endar. 
Tho carving of this monolith, 
which Is the largest of the surviving 
remnants, is still clear and perfect, 
despite the long procession of cen­ 
turies that lins passed over if. 'In ­ 
scriptions and representations on this 
nnd other stones tend to the belief 
that Indian corn was first cultivated 
In Guatemala. 
The corncakes of the 
Mayan Indians were probably the first 
attem pts to cook corn, or maize, nnd 
these cakes are still today the staple 
of the Guatemalan nnd Mexican diet.

In these days of digging up historical incidents inf Crow 
Wing county and marking sites one rpay view with profit the col 
lection of Indian portraits shown in the T. B, Walker art gallery 
in Minneapolis. 
Whole rooms are devoted to the paintings of II. H. Cross 
who, commissioned by Mr. Walker, made a pictorial record o 
many of the famous Indian chiefs of the west. In Callery 33 one 
finds a chieftain of particular interest to (’row Wing county. I4 
is the portrait of Chief Hole-in-the-Day and appended to the pie 
ture is the identifying plate carrying this inscription: 
“Hole-in-the-Day, Chippewa chief, distinguished chief of the 
Pillager band of Ojibways. He took part in the Indian council held 
at Fort Snelling Jun,e ll, 3850. He persuaded the Chippewas not 
to join the uprising in 1852. He was assassinated by three of a 
family of nine notorious brothers of his own band near Gull Lake 
Mission in 1864.” 
John L. Smith of Minneapolis and Brainerd, who platted 
some of the lake shore land he purchased from the late Anton 
Mahlum, designated part of it Ojibway Park. Near Mr. Smith’s 
palatial cottage on the shore of North Long Lake stands the “colin 
cil elm” in whose shade the famous chieftain sat when he dis­ 
pensed tribal justice. Nearby is a plot of ground where the In­ 
dians raised maize. One sees traces in the primal woods of the 
Indian trail, which like all aboriginal paths always went around 
a tree and never pursued a straight course. 
Between Round and North Long lakes lies the sugar bush, 
still yielding sweet treasures, where the chief and his band gath­ 
ered the sap and made maple syrup. Along the shores of Round 
lake one finds traces of paths which hugged the shelving shore, 
for the water was higher in those days. 
On the shores of Gull lake in St. Colombo addition one finds 
th a ruins of the old mission. The whole county is rich in historical 
Indian; associations and the Crow Wing County Historical so­ 
ciety is doing commendable work in identifying and establishing 
them.

Jay Walland 


Jay walking has in the'past been tagged as a small town 
evil, but a few days spent in Minneapolis convinces any motor­ 
ists that it is a crying evil in large cities too. 
The motorist of a large city has every faculty strained keep­ 
ing his car in control and watching the traffic signals, automatic 
as well as police, and occasionally automatic plus the police. Some 
streets have traffic lanes painted which forbid turns. Offending 
motorists are quickly called to account, but one fails to find ii 
single pedestrian checked. 
People calmly walk from curb to curb in the middle of ii 
block, and one failed to find a single one of these checked by the 
police. The matter becomes especially aggravating in the rush 
flours of traffic. Long lines of vehicles, three abreast, fill whole 
blocks and move in groups. Pedestrians popping in break the line 
and delay travel. On some of the less busy streets than Hennepin 
and Nicollet, one may drive long distances without stops by catch­ 
ing the rhythm of the automatic signals. 
Jay walking is a traffic offense that should be severely dealt 
with. The motorist should not he compelled to watch every foot

“By order of the governm ent please 
present yourself to Senor Irigoyen and 
place yourself at his disposal in order 
to m ake available w hatever medical 
assistance he m ay judge necessary if 
he desires to rem ain attended at the 
regim ent.

m eans for tran sferrin g him to w h at­ 
ever place he designates.” 
It was em phasized that 
Irigoyen, 
who fled Saturday when revolutionary 
troops entered the city, was not held 
prisoner. 
The outcome of his illness 
was uncertain because of the serious­ 
ness of the shock, but physicians an­ 
nounced that a distinct improvement 
had been noted today in the condition 
of the deposed dictator. 
One of the many m ysteries around 
the personal life and character of Iri­ 
goyen was believed solved when the 
mob that sacked his residence in the 
capital found his m ilitary enrollm ent 
book. 
The book gave Irigoyen’s birth 
as July 13, 1857, m aking him 73 years 
old.
